PAGES TELL OF WORLD WAR 


In 1918 headlines were scream- 
ing across front pages of the Los 
Angeles Examiner telling of events 
of the great war being waged “‘over 
there.” 

Today some of those banners 
are still screaming across a few 
front pages, but no_ one ready 
them now. Maybe it’s because they 
are kept safely hidden away in the 
office of John H. McCoy, jour- 
nalism instructor. 

No, he doesn’t have the actual 
papers, but he is the fortunate pos- 
seser of the matrixes—the sheets 
which are impressed with the type, 
and into which metal is poured to 
make the plates for the huge press- 
es. They number five front pages 
and one editorial page. : 

“T don’t know how I came to get 
them,” he explained. “A few years 
ago, I took some journalism stu- 
dent through the Examiner and 
one happened to get the ‘mats.’ 
He must have left them here or I 
just inherited them.” 

History in the making is recalled 
when accounts and casualty lists 
were given. And the customary 
propaganda was also there to keep 
the readers strictly pro-ally, One 

item read. “California troops in the 
center of attack were cited by the 
corps commander for courage and 
steadfastness in the face of fire.”
